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to know what a blessed treasure it is to our Lutheran Church and 
- our Synod in particular. It is sad, however, to see such buildings and 


grounds used only for a Seminary. Our Synod must sooner or later 
establish a preparatory school—Academy and College—and where 
would be a more suitable and central place than Maywood, in connec- 
tion with the Seminary? We need such an institution: in fact, we 
must have one. We must educate our own men for our important 
Western fields. It will not do for us, in the long run, to draw on 
the calleges of other Synods. They need their own men, and we must 
train ours. Our tremendous fields, great and numerous opportunities, 
demand men with the widest vision and true Western spirit. It seems 
to me possible that the District Synod of Ohio, Chicago Synod, and 
Synod of the Northwest, could establish and maintain jointly such 
an institution in connection with the Seminary, should the Seminary 
Board permit. In fact, the Seminary and College ought to be under 
the same management and control. Such an institution in a central 
place like Chicago would be of immense service to the Chureh; in 
fact it would be the center, the very heart of our religious activities 
in the great middle West. I, therefore, recommend that Synod look 
into the possibility of realizing such a plam 

Another reason why so many prefer other professions to the thin-

surprises, anniversaries, festivals, charities, etc. He must to-day pay 
his dentist, doctor and railroad fare. His former garden of perquisite- 
roses has lost its perfume and fertility because of the general high 


cost of living. These matters are constantly noticed by the young 


men who think of a profession. , 
While it is no valid reason against entering the ministry, it is a 
reason nevertheless. The restlessness of the ministry to a great ex- 


-tent finds its roots in this soil. To improve in this respect—-which 


I deem imperative;—I would recommend, and most sincerely and 
prayerfully, that in the Synod of the Northwest the minimum yearly 
salary be $1,500.00 and that the large and better estabHshed congre- 
gation pay $2,500.00. That amount to-day being only a living wage 
for a professional man who has spent a decade in higher institutions 
of learning preparing himself for the office. And let no congregation, 
however intelligent, which pays less think it pays “all he is worth”,

To THE EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN Synop oF THE NORTHWEST:

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REPORT OF THE ENGLISH HOME MISSION BOARD 


OF THE GENERAL COUNCIL TO THE SYNOD OF 
THE NORTHWEST, MAY 1, 1913. 


DraR BRETHREN : 


The most Lutheran section of our great Home Mission field or 
the territory of the Synod ef the Northwest. From Illinois to Hudson 
Bay and from the- Great Lakes to the Rocky Mountains, there lies 


the great Middle West which is now taking an important part in 


the destiny of two nations. Here we have made but a beginning, but 
one which promises a rich fruitage in the years to come, if we 
unitedly lay hold of our present opportunities. 

Our first efforts were put forth as a Board, with no connection 
with the Mission authorities of the Synod composing our General — 


Redy. Our second effort was to weld these forces together for the fe 


cultivation of the entire field and of every part of the same. By the 
adoption of the Unification Plan and the Rules and Regulations at the 
last meeting of the General Council we have secured a working basis 
for harmonious co-operation. We are now engaged in the third effort 
to bring this united force to understand the entire field and have them. 
intelligently and earnestly co-operate for the success and me oma 
of our light and glorious aim. 8 

To cultivate the field of the Synod of the scacadbenk: our aeak 2 
‘missionary staff is entirely inadequate, We should have a Field Mis- 
sionaty for Wisconsin, one for Minnesota and for each of the Dakotas, — 
one for Montana, and one for the Canadian provinces of Alberta and 
Manitoba. Nor do we expect that all the special funds to support all 
these field missionaries must be secured on your territory and from 


your people. The women of the Western Conference of the New York - 


and New England Synod have already agreed to contribute $400 a year 
toward the support of a Field Missionary for Montana. We must in 
some way provide the means for these agents by special effort, as the 
apportionment of the Synods are scarcely adequate for our present 
operations. In this we ask the co-operation of your Synod. It must, 
however, be clearly understood. that all our missionary operations are. 
to be conducted according to the Unification Plan. recommended by 
the General Council and adopted by your Synod. 

We rejoice that we have been able to secure such. an pits suc- 
cessor to our lamented Brother Zundel, in the Rev. Luther B. Deck, 
who began his labors as-Field Secretary * the — Cities on May 
1st, 19138, 

During the year, through the diligence of the Rev. w. C. Stump, 
of Oshkosh, the assistance of the District Superintendent, Rev. Luther 
Hogshead, and the faithful labors of Student F. R. Webber, a new 
mission has been organized at Neenah, Wis., and the Rev. A. J. Som-. 


mer, of Otterbein, Ind., has been called. ‘The Mission has purchased — 
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‘a church and begins paying six-tenths of the ealary: of the. 
‘Missionary. 


St. John’s Mission and pastor’ at Oshkosh, the Rev. W. C. presi 
missionary, has set a splendid example of liberality and self-sacrifice 


to the Church in declaring itself sustaining, whilst in progress of gath- 
ering funds for a new and larger equipment. They have gratefully 


acknowledged the help which the Board has extended. |
